Glocker FLOWER SEEDS | 


ITH the introduction of new hybrid snapdragons, wider choice of 

colors and faster responding varieties as a result of increased research 

on this crop, snapdragons have become almost as versatile as mums 
in the year-round growing schedule. 


Single stem culture together with improved hybrid types have enabled 
many growers to plan a twelve-month program which has resulted in increased 
profits for the producer. Briefly, here are a few of the more important points 
to consider when planning a year-round snapdragon program: 


1—SOIL PREPARATION 


A loose, porous soil containing about one-fourth peat moss by volume has 
been satisfactory in many ranges. Add four or tive pounds of superphosphate 
per 100 square feet of bench area before planting. Thoroughly steam sterilize 
at least once a year, preferably after cutting off the summer flowering crop. 
Make sure the soil is uniformly moist and that a temperature of 180 deg. F. 
is maintained for at least one-half hour. Over-steaming will not harm the soil.

SNAPDRAGON CULTURE (Cont'd) 


SEED GERMINATION 


Snapdragon seeds should germinate in about seven days from 
the time they are sown. Maintain a constant temperature of 65 
to 70 deg. F. and keep the medium uniformly moist especially 
the top one-half in the flat. 


Use neutral peat which has been shredded and screened, or 
any other loose, porous mixture for your propagating medium. 
For surest results, the mixture should be steam sterilized in the 
flats before sowing the seeds. When the seeds have germinated, 
give them increasingly more sun and ventilation. 


3—DIRECT BENCHING 


Consistently good results have been obtained by direct benching 
from seedling flats. You can do this safely about three weeks 
from the sowing date. Direct benching saves time and labor and 
invariably results in more vigorous plants, since there is no 
hardening or check in growth as sometimes happens when 
seedlings have been banded or potted. 


4—SPACING 


When benching, space single-stem crops 4 x 5 inches and pinched 
crops 6 x 8 inches. Some growers will allow an 8 x 8 inch dis- 
tance on February and March crops because of the lower light 
intensities during that period. 


5—TEMPERATURE 


Night temperatures of 50 deg. F. with a gradual reduction to 45 
deg. F. during the last month of the crop is practiced by many 
snapdragon growers. Vegetative growth is faster at 50 deg. F. 
than at 45 deg. F., but spikes will be of a higher quality when 
finished at the cooler temperatures. During prolonged periods of 
cloudy weather on winter crops, the night temperatures should 
GRADUALLY be lowered or weak growth will result. 


6—FERTILIZATION 


Maintain a level of about 20 ppm nitrogen and potash (Spurway) 
during the early stages of growth. Gradually taper off nitrogen 
feedings when spikes appear. Liquid feedings of 15-30-15, 20-20-20, 
etc., one every two weeks, are adequate at the rate of one ounce 
in five gallons of water—(one-half pound per 100 gallons). 
Summer-flowering crops should be fed heavier than the above 
schedule to keep pace with the faster rate of growth.

Fibrous Begonias are a necessity item for spring bed- 
ding sales. They are used extensively in combination 
work and are also popular house plants throughout © 
the year. 

Production from seed is simple. January sowing 
produces plants for spring bedding work. The fine 
seed is lightly pressed into a sterilized fibrous medium. 
The seed is kept moist, not covered, and germinates 
best at 60 to 70 degrees. An economical method has 
been to shift the seedlings to flats spaced 2 x 2 inches | 
and grow them on until they become crowded. Then _ 
transfer to 3- or 4-inch pots. 


Potting soil should contain one part peat, one mer 


sand and one part soil—a fibrous medium that will 
not pack is essential. To keep the plants moving, a 
temperature of 60 degrees is best. The plants do well 
in shade or full sun, but are best shaded during the 
summer. 

Try monthly sowings from August to ‘March lor @ 
constant supply to meet your customer's demand.

GIANTS OF CALIFORNIA 


The Giants of California can also be grown similarly 
to the non-branching type. When grown this way, the 
side shoots should be removed. For the retail grower 
the branching types are gaining popularity. These 
should be planted 8 x 8 inches and topped when 6 
inches tall to produce side shoots of sufficient length.

STOCK CULTURE 


Stocks are very satisfactory for Winter and Spring flowering. Sowing the seed in August and 
benching in October, the first flowers may be cut before Christmas if additional light (40-60 watt 
lamps spaced 5 feet) is used. Without this aid, the crop will come into flower in January. Conti- 
nuity of bloom may be obtained by successive sowings. This non-branching type, which has come 
into general use, should be planted 3 inches in the row and 6 inches between rows, producing a 
single stem. The branching types should be planted 8 x 8 inches and topped when 6 inches tall 
to produce side shoots of sufficient length. 


Flowering of stocks only occurs when the temperatures are below 60 degrees for the greater 
part of the night. To secure the greatest percentage of doubling, the largest and most vigorous 
plants should be selected.
